Moped Driver Deceased after Crash on Rampart and Summerlin Parkway 
 
On Friday, March 4, 2016 at approximately 4:33 a.m. Troopers from the Nevada Highway Patrol were 

dispatched to an accident on Rampart and Summerlin Parkway in Las Vegas. 

 

The preliminary crash investigation revealed that a moped was driving northbound on Rampart Boulevard 

in the left travel lane approaching the Summerlin Parkway eastbound on ramp. A white Chrysler 300 was 

southbound on Rampart Boulevard in the left turn lane. The Chrysler had a green light and entered the 

intersection to enter the Summerlin Parkway eastbound on ramp. The moped disregarded a red traffic 

signal and entered the intersection striking the Chrysler. The driver was ejected from the moped. The 

male driver of the Chrysler stopped on the eastbound on ramp, remained on scene and cooperated with 

investigators. The driver of the moped was transported to UMC with critical injuries. The driver of the 

Chrysler was not injured.  

 

On March 6, 2016 the driver of the moped succumbed to his injuries and was pronounced deceased at 

UMC. The male driver was identified as 43 year old Christopher Orvosh of Las Vegas, NV.  

 

This marks the Nevada Highway Patrol-Southern Command’s 13th fatal crash resulting in 13 deaths for 

2016.
